e Chairman's Remarks 


Dean Pinsky reminded Council members of the date of the official opening 
of the Visual Arts Building, September 5th, 1980. He also noted that the 
May 20th meeting of Council was scheduled for the approval of the 
graduation lists for Spring convocation and urged members to attend. 
Regarding space for the Performing Arts Division he explained that no 
promises had been received regarding a new facility, however, the problems 
with space generally were being looked into in order to arrive at some 
solutions. 


3. Curriculum Report 


Asst. Dean Gross informed Council that the Report from the Task Force on 

Film which was chaired by Jim Whitelaw had been tabled at Senate. One of 
its recommendations is that whenever there is a new course proposal that 

would more than one faculty, the Asst. Deans Curriculum should convene a 

meeting of everyone concerned. 


Mature Student Programme 

The University Curriculum Coordinating Committee has recommended to Senate 

that 108 credits be established for the Mature Student Programme. The 

implications of this change to the Faculty of Fine Arts will result in 

some students having up to 18 credits waived. (See note under New Business).

Library Report 


J. Levitin explained the procedures which had been followed by the Faculty 
Library Committee. Since the Library building affected the academic 
functioning of all the faculties within the University Prof. Levitin 
wished Council to approve the five resolutions as put forward by the 
Faculty Library Committee (enclosed). 


The Chairman explained that the resolutions, as stated, did not come 
under the jurisdiction of Council. It was the Faculty Library Committee's 
responsibility to consider the academic function and value of the new 
library to the University and make its recommendations to Council 


Council discussed the matter and noted that no formal motion could be made, 
however, it approved of the resolutions proposed by the Faculty Library 
Committee and asked that they be forwarded to the attention of the 
Director of Libraries, the Rector and the Senate Library Committee. 


Prof. Levitin noted that a report and recommendations with respect to the 


Library building as it affects Fine Arts would be brought forward to 
Council at its meeting on May 20th, 1980. 


Memberships on University Committees 


The proposed slate was recommended to Council and there was a further call 
for nominations.

New Business 


The reconstitution of the new Mature Student Programme and the waiving 
of credits in this connnection will be referred back to the Divisional 
Curriculum Committees for review. Each section will be asked to respond 
and make its recommendations. 


Resolutions put forth by the Faculty of Fine Arts Library Committee: 


1) Motion: That the University establish a Library Building Committee 
composed of the following: The Associate Director of Libraries, 

Reader's Services; the Chairman of the Senate Library Committee; the Associate 
Vice-Rector, Research; a Student Representative. 


2) Motion: That the Library Building Committee assure that the 
architectural model for the new Library Building be selected on the basis 
of an open competition which has been publicised in the major architectural 
journals and that the finalists in the selection process be presented in 
public forum. 


3) Motion: That the information submitted by the various Faculties be 
published, and then incorporated in the design of each competing 
architectural proposal. 


4) Motion: That Faculty Council insists that no changes or omissions in 
the Faculties' programmes for the new Library be made unilaterally or 
without approval of the Faculty Councils. 


5) Motion: That Faculty Council insists that the choice of the design to 
be executed for the new Library structure must incorporate and preserve the 
existing fagade of the Royal George Apartments building in its entirety and 
in its present location.
